Felicia Fluff, all decked out in its most flamboyant dress and 
fairly scroaminp to be taken away. And in tho centre of tlie 
gi'oup, in the most strategic position to attract tho eye, is al- 
- w^ys found the ubiquitous season's "best-seller." '^Vhy it is a 
i^ïs^ljest-sellcr" no one knows unless the publi.sher and for his own 
^^cfesoris he will not tell. The would-be purchaser is far too much 
Wî^^ of ^■'■'<2 publisher ai^ book-seller. People' almost 

invariably buy books on the recommendation of another or on 
the strengtli of a favourable review. Knowing this, the pub- 
lisher labours to make ilic advertising end of the book as at- 
tractive as possible. .A book of little or no merit may be boom- 
ed by the publisher for his own ends. The story is told of one 
publisher ju.st starting in business who desired to get a best 
seller, he-therefore made a very advantageous arrangement, with 
an authoress of no \ery great distinction to write a book on 
certain line? he laid down. By the judicious expenditure of a 
few dollars here and there for favourable notices he was enabl- 
ed to fool T.bc ever trusting public and to reap a rich reward 
for his laboui's. 

In the age for modernity everj'one wants th(v "latest' V*"^- 
too often the latest is by no means the best. Tlierc is more to 
books than the charm of display or the transient pleasure ob- 
\',tained from reading an interesting story. Tliere is the value 
of the impression on the reader after the book has been sub- 
... jected to the critical in.^pection of intimacy. Much of the cul- 
'ture' and versatility of great men that impresses us so ..much 
is the result of reading with a purpose, of not squandering' good 
: .time on noveltie.- when they could better employ it in familiariz- 
: ing themselves Avitli proven classics. As students in a great 
■/ University preparing ourselves to become leaders of thought 
' and culture in our country we must look carefully to the manner 
. and matter of our incidental reading. Our library, one of the 
best on the continent, is not taken advantage of to the e.xtent 
■ that it should be. Nothing can produce the polish which is typi-
